The students all 
belong to the upper FYench Class¬ 
es, and are committed to speak al¬ 
most entirely FYench during their 
stay. They have been preparing 
for their trip by meeting every FYi- 
day since December. 

“They’re not going as a vaca¬ 
tion, but they are going for the ex¬ 
perience of the French culture,” 
said Madame Russenberger, the 
Romulus High School FYench 
Teacher, and sole chaperone on 
the trip. She added, “This is the 
latest group the High School has 
ever had go overseas.” The group, 
including 12 girls and 1 boy from 
Romulus High School will be join¬ 
ing with a High School from St 
Louis, Missouri, and Waterford, 
Wisconsin for a total of 40 students 
traveling to FYance together 

Student Amy Hudson worked 
all summer in the School Office as 
well as various babysitting jobs to 
earn the more than $1700 plus 
spending money for the trip on 
her own, but most of the others 
had parents or grandparents who 
paid their way. 

It is a trip of firsts for most of 
the students. Some have never 
been away from their parents, oth¬ 
ers have never been on a plane. 
Amanda Basset, whose never 
gone on a trip away from her par¬ 
ents said that this, her first flight, 
was the thing she dreaded the 
most “I’m scared, happy, excited, 
and nervous. My mom is going to 
be a wreck without me,” she said. 

The students are allowed to 
bring along only one suitcase and 
one carry on case. Some might 
consider this a nightmare for a 
teenage girl going on a 15 day trip 
overseas, but the girls were plan¬ 
ning on keeping things light by 
packing one dressy outfit, one 
Easter outfit, and clothes similar 


Judge 
Oakley 
postpones 
bomb threat 
hearing 

The preliminary examination 
for Scott Rikkers, the Belleville 
High School teacher accused of 
making a false bomb threat was 
postponed until April 25. 

The hearing, which v/as 
scheduled for last Wednesday, 
was delayed by Judge Brian Oak¬ 
ley at the request of Rikker’s de¬ 
fense attorney, Paul Stablein of 
Troy. Stablein told Judge Oakley 
he need more time to consider 
Rikkers’ options. 

Wayne County Assistant Pros¬ 
ecutor Maria Petito objected to 
postponement She claimed sev¬ 
eral witnesses were available to 
testify Wednesday, including a 
woman who had driven from 
Grand Ftapids. 

Oakley agreed, however, to 
have Kim Fhlwiler testify to po¬ 
lice. An employee of Century Tel, 
a cellular phone carrier, Flilwiler 
was to offer evidence for the pros¬ 
ecution 

Police say the false bomb 
threat was called Into Belleville 
High School on March 21, and 
was traced to Rikkers’ cell phone. 

Making a false bomb threat is 
a felony that carries up to a four- 
year prison term. 

The high school bomb threat 
was one of five placed in the Van 
Buren School District during the 
last two weeks in March.

Last January and February, 
The Romulus Roman ran a three- 
part series on Wayne County’s 
proposal to the state for designa¬ 
tion of its Pinnacle project as a 
“Smart Park.” That designation 
would allow the project to “cap¬ 
ture” property tax increments 
from 1,800 acres of the project ly¬ 
ing entirely within the communi¬ 
ties of Romulus and Huron Town¬ 
ship. 

In the county’s proposal, a de¬ 
velopment “authority” would be 
set up called the “Pinnacle Devel¬ 
opment Authority” with a six- 
member Board of Directors. Four 
directors would be named by the 
County Executive and one each by 
the Romulus Mayor and Huron 
Township Supervisor. 

The Romulus Roman has 
learned that, not only the manage¬ 
ment structure, but also the 
boundaries of the project and im¬ 
provements therein have been 
challenged by Romulus and 
Huron Township. 

In Huron Township, Supervi¬ 
sor John Mitchell has set up a ne¬ 
gotiating team comprising him¬ 
self, the City Clerk and the City 
Treasurer At the March 14 meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Trustees, 
Mitchell disclosed that a letter 
had been sent to the county speci¬ 
fying some of the things the town¬ 
ship would like out of the Pinna¬ 
cle Project However, he flatly re¬ 
fused to make the letter available 
to board members or the press. 

Mayor Oakley has not yet made 
his requests public, but at least

Oakley, it is said, has proposed 
that the western boundary of the 
project be extended west of the I- 
275 freeway and railroad so a 
grade separation (overpass) over 
the tracks on Eureka Road could

The counter-proposal is also said 
to outline a board of directors 
made up of four directors from 
Huron Township and two from 
Romulus (this based on the fact 
that a majority of the 1,800 acres 
in the project are in Huron Town¬ 
ship). 

As'this is written it is not

It is no secret that D.A.R.E. 
(Drug Abuse Resistance Educa¬ 
tion) programs survive on dona¬ 
tions. 

And the Wayne DAR.E. pro¬ 
gram is no exception. 

But the local D.A.R.E. pro¬ 
gram has a very unique and spe¬ 
cial supporter, a donator who has 
made it a personal crusade to 
raise money for the program. 

He’s Rick Swope. \ 

In less than a year, Swope has 
donated approximately $1,000 to 
the Wayne DARE, program. He 
does his own door-to-door 
fundraising, collecting return¬ 
able pop bottles which he re¬ 
turns to the stores for cash. 

Swope also has donated his ef¬ 
forts to such organizations as Life 
Care Ministries, SOS Crisis Cen¬ 
ter in Ypsilanti and Veteran 
causes. 

“People in this area are so 
generous. They have heart,” 
Swope said. “This is my way of 
giving back. I’ve had help and 
now I like to be the one giving 


help.” 

Swope said he is a former 
drug addict He has been off of 
drugs for three years and off of 
alcohol for 11. He said one day 
when he was under the influence 
of drugs and contemplating sui¬ 
cide he called the SOS Crisis 
Center in Ypsilanti. 

“I was in misery, so I called 
them and they told me they 
cared. That’s all it took Now I try 
to give back what I can with 
small donations. 

“Collecting bottles and help¬ 
ing others is my ministry” 

Swope said that his future 
plans include attending Bible 
college and working hands on at 
his church. He said he is a mem¬ 
ber of the Pull Temple Gospel 
Church on Palmer Road in West- 


land. He works mornings there 
doing janitorial duties and help¬ 
ing in their soup kitchen. 

“It was prayers that got me off 
drugs and God who put peace in 
my heart As long as I stick with 
the church and focus on God, I 
won’t relapse,” Swope said. 

Swope devotes about four 
hours a day collecting cans and 
bottles. On a good day he can col¬ 
lect $40. 

He doesn’t keep any of the 
money for himself. He supports 
himself on a VA pension and So¬ 
cial Security. He served in the 
Ar Force from 1971-73. 

Why did Swope choose 
DARE, as one of his projects? 

“Because drugs is such a hor¬ 
rible problem in our society,” he 
replied. “I want to do what I can 


to help.” 

Wayne DAR.E. Officer Rob 
Puckett said that the program us¬ 
es money collected by Swope for 
supplies like t-shirts and bumper 
stickers for students. DARE, is 
entirely supported by fundrais¬ 
ers and donations. 

Swope is the only private do¬ 
nator of the Wayne DARE, pro¬ 
gram. The rest of the funding 
comes from business donations 
and fundraisers. 

What would Swope say to the 
hundreds of DARE, students he 
helps? 

“Love God, like yourself and 
don’t even start on drugs.”

Health-safety award 
goes to W-W schools 


The Michigan Association of 
School Boards announced this 
week that the Wayne-Westland 
School District is the recipient of 
a Best 2001 Education Excellence 
Award. 

The program recognizes innov¬ 
ative programs that contribute sig¬ 
nificantly to student achievement 
for all students. The Wayne-West- 
land School District won its award 
in a new category - Health and 
School Safety. 

School officials said that the 
program is called the Three R’s 
for Health Learners. The Lincoln- 
Oakwood school-based clinic is 
more than just a health clinic. Lo¬ 
cated at Lincoln Elementary 
School, the clinic serves students 
and families of Lincoln and Jeffer¬ 
son Bams Elementary Schools. 

The goal of the program is to 
reduce barriers to learning 
through prevention, education 
and direct medical services. The 
elementary population is this 
high-needs community is at-risk. 

The elementary and secondary 
schools all qualify for Title I Fed¬ 
eral funding. Over 70 percent of 
elementary students are eligible 
for free reduced lunches. There is 
a high degree of absences from 
school, as well as a lack of trans¬ 
portation and money for medical 
care.

How does the staff at the clinic 
help these families on a day-to- 
day basis? By practicing the Three 
R’s: 

RecoveryiThe clinic provides 
basic primary care, immuniza¬ 
tions, lab work, prescriptions, and 
mental health consultations; 

Resources: Nurses also pro¬ 
vides monthly health education 
lessons to all classes at Lincoln 
and Jefferson. Oakwood Health¬ 
care System’s resident physicians 
teach classes and work in the clin¬ 
ic. An annual community health 
fair on-site provides services, sam¬ 
ple products, and information for 
students and families; 

Reading: The clinic staff pro¬ 
motes literacy by giving books to 
clients, talking with parents about 
the value of reading, distributing a 
newsletter, and providing vision 
care. 

The primary financial source 


for this program is a philanthropic 
group, the Oakwood Foundation. 
This means changes in govern¬ 
mental regulations or political 
agendas do not threaten the sus¬ 
tainability of the program. They 
provided the start-up costs and 
continue to cover the majority of 
operating expenses. 

The Oakwood Healthcare Sys¬ 
tem contributes equipment and 
supplies. Wayne-Westland schools 
provides maintenance, utilities 
and supplies. The administration 
is shared. 

Since the beginning of the part¬ 
nership in December 1997, partic¬ 
ipation rates in all activities have 
increased. Patient visits to the 
clinic are over 3,376. 

The nurse and resident physi¬ 
cians have presented over 5,409 
classroom health lessons. Four an¬ 
nual health fairs have attracted 
over 1,475 participants and over 
537 community sponsors/volun¬ 
teers. 

Student attendance, parent 
participation in school events, and 
test scores have improved at both 
Lincoln and Jefferson-Bams Ele¬ 
mentary Schools. 

The Wayne-Westland School 
District were presented the award 
in a special ceremony in Troy. 
That ceremony was scheduled for 
April 10.

We often take direct aim at our elected offi¬ 
cials in this column. More times than not these 
men and women let the power of their position 
go to their heads, and make decisions based on 
keeping that power, rather than for the good of 
their constituents.

Utility rate shocks are coming 


If Paul Revere were to make 
another midnight ride, rather 
than the British he might be warn¬ 
ing: “The rate hikes are coming! 
The rate hikes are coming!” 

As Michiganians watch the un¬ 
folding chaos in California over 
utility supplies and consumer 
rates, many are taking an amused 
attitude that “it serves them right” 
and saying it can’t happen here. 

Others are beginning to won¬ 
der, “Could it happen here?” 

In Paul Revere’s case, his 
warning was a call to arms for a 
determined stand against en¬ 
croaching tyranny 

The British troops were indeed 
marching with the intent of confis¬ 
cating weapons and ammunition 
(gunpowder) in the common ar¬ 
mories of the towns and commu¬ 
nities to disarm an increasingly 
surly and rebellious population in 
the colonies. 

The colonialists realized this 
was their last chance to take a 
stand for liberty. 

About three years ago natural 
gas and electric utilities in Michi¬ 
gan struck a bargain with the state 
legislature and regulators in 
which rates were increased slight¬ 
ly to allow the utilities to recover 
their “stranded” costs in anticipa¬ 
tion of “deregulation” of the in¬ 
dustry. 

The utilities were required to 
hold those increased rates con¬ 
stant for three years. At the end of 
the three years, other companies 
would be allowed to compete with 

No deep well for 
Dow Chemical 

7b the editor: 

Approximately 20 years ago, I 
was employed as plant engineer 
at Whitehall Leathers Company. 

At that time we were faced 
with improving our waste water 
disposal method. One of the 
methods we considered was deep 
well dispersion. Our study of logs 
of wells drilled in our vicinity con¬ 
vinced us that there was an excel- 
lent chance that our effluent 
would migrate into the aquifer. 

Further study revealed that 
Dow Chemical Company had 
tried deep well dispersion of 
their toxic wastes at Midland and 
these wastes showed up in wells 
on Harsen’s Island near Detroit 
and Dow then had to furnish 
drinking water to the residents. 

This convinced us that deep 
well dispersion was simple too 
dangerous, and we solved our 
problem by a pipe line to the 
Muskegon County waste water 
treatment plant

the state created monopolies. 

The former monopolies would 
be required to allow competitors 
to use their pipelines and trans¬ 
mission lines for a “fair” charge. 
Much the same arrangement was 
set up in California but the state 
government there went a lot fur¬ 
ther 

The private utility suppliers 
were required to divest them¬ 
selves of the ability to produce en¬ 
ergy and would be limited to dis¬ 
tributing gas and electricity pur¬ 
chased from the producers. The 
utilities were even prohibited 
from signing long-term contracts 
with the producers limiting them 
to paying whatever current price 
suppliers were charging. 

As the cost of producing, ac¬ 
quiring and distributing energy 
rose sharply, the utilities were 
caught in the middle. They were 
paying ever-increasing costs to the 
producers while prohibited from 
raising rates to consumers. PG&E 
(Pacific Gas & Electric) finally 
threw in the towel and petitioned 
the courts for Chapter eleven 
bankruptcy protection. 

But could the rolling blackouts 
happen in Michigan? Answer: 
They very well could if the politi¬ 


cians in Lansing perform like 
politicians. 

The two major natural gas sup¬ 
pliers in Michigan, MichCon and 
Consumers Power, have already 
petitioned the state to raise their 
rates when the arbitrary lid is lift¬ 
ed. Consumers wants to raise its 
rates by 100 percent and MichCon 
is proposing a 75 percent in¬ 
crease. 

Consumer Power’s three years 
ended April 1 of this year but the 
utility is voluntarily holding the 
old rate for one more month. 
MichCon’s frozen rates end next 
January. 

To add to the uncertainty, Mich¬ 
Con and Detroit Edison (electrici¬ 
ty supplier) appear poised to 
merge into one company. 

The politicians’ normal instinct 
is to protect the public (read vot¬ 
ers) from significant price increas¬ 
es in any commodity. However, 
whether rent controls, gasoline 
prices or energy rates, govern¬ 
ment price controls always result 
in shortages. 

Current sentiment in Lansing 
seems to favor letting rates go up 
but providing some government 
help for low income consumers. 
With the California fiasco in front 
of them, it is unlikely the state will 
try to hold rates below market lev¬ 
el. 

If you are not on a “budget 
plan” to provide equal monthly 
payments throughout the year, 
now might be a good time to con¬ 
sider getting on one.

Yet, there are disadvantages to 
using tax software. 

Its ease of use whizzes me past 
all the things that used to make 
me nervous. When I did tax work 
with paper and pencil, I had time 
to understand what I was doing as 
well as what mistakes would cost 
me. An incorrect computation 
could mean a penalty. Incomplete 
paperwork could, theoretically, 
land me jail. 

Paper and pencil tax work also 
required me to read all the in¬ 
structions and to keep an eye on 
IRS and Michigan Department of 
Treasury’s innovations and to un¬ 
derstand them. 

This year the tax law changes 
went right by me. Though there 
were some minor changes, I don’t 
know what they were. But at least 
now I can relate to the expression 
“ignorance is bliss.” It is. 

Or at least I thought it was until 
I read an article, “It’s Their Mon¬ 
ey: Your income taxes are higher 


than ever,” in Tuesday’s Wall 
Street Journal 

It indicated that I’m not the on¬ 
ly one who has been lulled in com¬ 
placency by the tax system. 

Not having been paying atten¬ 
tion, I was unaware ‘that individ¬ 
ual income taxes now grab a high¬ 
er share of U.S. income than at 
any time in modem U.S. history, at 
10.4% 

In citing historical tables in 
the nation’s budget for 
fiscal year 2001, the article stated 
that as recently as 1993, the tax 
man only grabbed 7.8%. 

During the Vietnam War, the 
tax man took only 9.2%. 

During the height of World War 
II, he took 9.4%. 

The article also said that indi¬ 
vidual income taxes now account 
for more than half of all federal 
revenues, 50.2%, up from 442% as 
recently as 1993, while the corpo¬ 
rate share has fallen. 

“This tax-bracket creep is the 
main reason that overall federal 
taxes now soak up 20.7% of GDI?” 
the article said.

An ordinance to amend the Charter Township of Van Buren’s code of ordinances by amending 
Chapter 86 Section 86-701, adoption of the Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance with 
Amendment (Wayne County Enrolled Ordinance No. 2000-404, as amended) subject to the 
“amendments and specific provisions” to the Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance set forth in 
Section 5 of the Charter Township of Van Buren’s Ordinance #7-20-99 as amended. 


The Charter Township of Van Buren Ordains: 
Section. 1. PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND FOR THE CONTROL OF, THE QUANTITY AND 
QUALITY OF STORM WATER AND WASTEWATER .DISCHARGED INTO THE SEWER¬ 
AGE COLLECTION SYSTEM OF THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN FOR 
TRANSPORTATION AND TREATMENT BY THE COUNTY OF WAYNE POTW. TO ESTAB¬ 
LISH PERMIT REQUIREMENTS FOR CONNECTIONS OR ALTERATIONS TO COUNTY- 
OWNED OR TO PUBLIC STORM WATER OR WASTEWATER FACILITIES TRIBUTARY TO 
COUNTY FACILITIES; TO GOVERN THE DESIGN, CONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION AND 
USE OF STORM WATER AND WASTEWATER FACILITIES CONNECTING DIRECTLY OR 
INDIRECTLY TO COUNTY FACILITIES; TO REGULATE THE DISCHARGE OF WASTE- 
WATER INTO PUBLIC SEWERS WHICH ARE PART OF OR TRIBUTARY TO THE COUN¬ 
TY FACILITIES; TO PROVIDE FOR FEES AND CHARGES; TO AUTHORIZE INSPEC¬ 
TIONS; TO ESTABLISH APPEAL PROCEDURES; TO PROVIDE FOR ADMINISTRATION 
AND ENFORCEMENT OF THE ORDINANCE, TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN DETRIMENTAL 
CONDUCT; AND TO ESTABLISH PENALITIES FOR VIOLATIONS. 


This Ordinance is intended to accomplish the following primary purposes and objectives: 


(a) To protect the public health and safety by abating and preventing pollution through the regula¬ 
tion and control of the quantity and quality of wastewater admitted to or discharged into, directly 
or indirectly, the sewerage collection system of the Township of Van Buren for transportation and 
treatment by the County of Wayne POTW. 


(b) To prevent the discharge of pollutants into the County’s POTW that do not meet applicable 
pretreatment standards and requirements; that would interfere with the operation of the POTW; 
that would pass through the POTW into the receiving waters or the atmosphere; that would inhibit 
or disrupt the POTW’s processing, use, or disposal of sludge, that would cause health or safety 
problems for POTW workers; that would result in a violation of the County’s NPDES permit or of 
other applicable laws and regulations; or that would cause injury to the public health and safety or 
the environment. 


(c) To regulate the discharge of storm water or wastewater to the POTW through the issuance of 
permits and through other means of enforcement of the requirements of this Ordinance. 


(d) To authorize and require all inspection, monitoring, reporting and enforcement activities by the 
County as necessary to ensure compliance with applicable pretreatment standards and require¬ 
ments and other applicable laws and regulations. 


(e) To provide a uniform policy for rates for Storm Water and Wastewater disposal service. 


(0 To otherwise establish standards, rules and regulations with respect to the use of the County’s 
POTW, provide a method for the administrtion, application, and enforcement and ensure compli¬ 
ance with state and federal laws and regulations applicable to discharges to the POTW. 


This Ordinance sets forth requirements for direct and indirect contributors into the County of 
Wayne’s storm water and wastewater collection and treatment system and enables the County, and 
local governmental entities such as the Township of Van Buren contracting with the County for 
Storm Water and Wastewater disposal services, to comply with all applicable state and federal 
laws as required by the Federal Water Pollution Control Act (also known as the “Clean Water 
Act”, 33 U.S.C. 1251, et. seq. as amended; the General Pretreatment Regulations (40 CFR part 
403); Part 31 of Act 451 of the Public Acts of Michigan of 1994, MCLA §§ 324.3101 et. seq. . as 
amended (“Water Resources Protection”); the rules, Michigan Administration Code, R 323.2301 
et. seq. . as amended, promulgated pursuant to section 3103, 3106 and 3109 of Part 31 of Act 451 
of the Public Acts of Michigan of 1994, as amended; the applicable rules and regulation pertaining 
to said acts; and the requirements of applicable national pollutant discharge elimination permits 
issued pursuant to said acts. Further, this Ordinance is enacted pursuant to the authority of State of 
Michigan Public Acts, 185 of 1957, 342 of 1939, 233 of 1955, 293 of 1966, 7 of 1980, and 178 of 
1985, each as amended, and service contracts entered into between the County of Wayne and the 
users of the Storm Water and Wastewater facilities owned and operated by the County, and the 
Charter Township Act, MCL § 42.1, et seq. 


Section 2. ADOPTION 


The Charter Township Van Buren hereby adopts, incorporates herein and makes a part of this 
Ordinance, the following Articles and Sections of the Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance No. 
2000-404, as amended subject to the “Admendments and specific provisions” to the Wayne 
County Sewer Use Ordinance set forth in Section 5 of the Charter Township of Van Buren’s 
Ordinance 7-20-99 as amended. 


ARTICLE I DEFINITIONS 
ARTICLE II PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 


(Amendments to Article II, Section 2 are as follows:) 

Section 86-705 Prohibited Acts is amended in its entirety to read as follows: 

Section 86-705 - Prohibited Acts 

In addition to the prohibitions and requirements of Section 2 of Article V of this chapter, the fol- 


(a) No person without a currently valid permit from the County Agency of the prescribed class, 
shall make or cause to be made: 


(1) A connection or alteration to a County POTW or sewer, or 

(2) An installation of a master pumping station or an industrial wastewater connection to 
public wastewater facilities which flow into a County POTW or sewer. 


(b) No person who holds a currently valid permit from the County Agency of the prescribed class, 
shall make or cause to be made: 


(1) A wastewater discharge which is in excess of the maximum permitted volume; or 

(2) A wastewater discharge which contains any pollutants which are in addition to those 
reported in the application for the currently valid permit or in concentration in excess of 
the limitations in the User’s valid permit. 


(c) No person, who after receipt of notice of suspension or revocation of a permit, shall continue or 
cause to be continued the discharge, installation, or contrustion orginally authorized by the permit. 


(d) No person, within 10 days after notice of order by the County Agency, shall fail to bulkhead or 
have bulkheaded a wastewater connection.

TRANSMISSION FACILITIES

ARTICLE V DISCHARGE OF WASTEWATER INTO PUBLIC SEWERS 


(Amendments to Article V, Section 2 are as follows:) 


The First line of section 56-730 (a)(2) entitled “Specific Prohibitions” is amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 


“No user shall discharge or cause to be discharged, to the POTW, directly or indireedy, any of the 
followin pollutants, substances, or wastewater:” 


The balance of section 86-730(a)(2), particularly paragraphs (a) through (p) remain unchanged. 


(Amendments to Article V, Section 6 are as follows:) 


Section 86-734(e), (1), (m) and (n) of Chapter 86 are hereby repealed in their entirety and in its 
place, the following section related to Municipal Civil infractions is hereby adopted, for subse¬ 
quent renumbering in the Code of Ordinances. 


6. 10.2 Municipal Civil Infractions 


(a) Violation; Municipal Civil Infraction. Except as provided by section 6.10.3, a person who vio¬ 
lates any provision of this Ordinance (including, without limitation, any rules, regulations, licens¬ 
es, permits, orders, agreements or determinations issued, adopted or entered by the County under 
this Ordinance) is responsible for a 


County municipal civil infraction, subject to payment of a civil fine of not less than $500.00 per 
day for each infraction and not more than $27,500.00 per day for each infraction, plus costs, 
expenses and other sanctions; except that a person who violates any of the following sections of 
this Ordinance shall be subject to payment of a civil fine of not less than $1,000 per day and not 
more than $27,500 per day for each infraction, plus costs, expenses and other sanctions: 


(1) Section 5(a)(1)(A); section 5(a)(2)(B); section 8; or section 10 of Article III; 


(2) Section 1 of Article IV; or 


(3) Section 2.01.1; sections 2.01.2(a), (b), (d), (e), (f), (g), (i), (1) or (n); section 2.02.2; sec¬ 
tion 2.03; section 2.05.6(c)(1); section 2.09; section 4.01(b)(1); section 5.01; or section 5.0 of 
Article V. 


(b) Repeat Offenses Increased Fines. Increased fines may be imposed for repeat offenses. As used 
in this section, “repeat offense” means a second (or any subsequent) municipal civil infraction 
violation of the same requirement or provision of this Ordinance (i) committed by a person within 
any 12-month period and (ii) for which the person admits responsibility or is determined to be 
responsible. The increased fine for a repeat offense under this Ordinance shall be as follows: 


(1) Except as provided by section 8.10.2(b)(2), the fine for any offense that is a first repeat 
offense shall be not less than $1,000.00, plus costs; and the fine for any offense that is a second 
repeat offense or any subsequent repeat offense shall be not less than $2,500.00, plus costs, 
expenses and other sanctions. 


(2) For violations of the following sections of this Ordinance, the fine for any offense that is 
a first repeat offense shall be not less than $2,500.00, plus costs; and the fine for any offense that is 
a second repeat offense or any subsequent repeat offense shall be not 

less than $5,000.00, plus costs, expenses and other sanctions: 


(A) Section 5(1)(A); section 5(a)(2)(B); section 8, or section 10 of Article III; 


(B) Section 1 of Article IV; or 


(C) Section 2.01.1; sections 2.01.2(a), (b), (d), (e), or (n); section 2.02.2; section 
2.03; section 2.05.6(c)(1); section 2.09; section 4.01(b)(1); section 5.01; or section 5.02 of Article 
V. 


(c) Amount of Fines.

mining the amount of a municipal civil infraction Fine following the issuance of a municipal 
civil infraction citation for a violation of this Ordinance; the type, nature, seventy, frequen¬ 
cy, duration, preventability, potential and actual effect, and economic benefit to the violator 
(such as delayed or avoided costs or competitive advantage) of a violation; the violator’s 
recalcitrance or efforts to comply; the economic impacts of the Fine on the violator; and 
such other matters as justice may require. A violator shall bear the burden of demonstrating 
the presence and degree of any mitigating factors to be considered in determining the 
amount of a Fine. However, mitigating factors shall not be considered unless it is determined 
that the violator has made all good faith efforts to correct and terminates all violations. 

(2) Municipal Civil Infraction Notices; Schedule of Fines. 

Notwithstanding any provision of this Ordinance to the contrary, the amount of a municipal 
civil infraction Fine due to the County in response to the issuance by the County of a munic¬ 
ipal civil infraction not.ce for a violation as provided by section 6.10.2 (a) shall be accord¬ 
ing to the following schedule: 

(A) For violation of any provision of this Ordinance (except as provid¬ 
ed by 6.10.2(c)(2)(B), below): 

First Offense: $500.00 

First Repeat Offense: $1,000.00 

Second Repeat Offense (or any Subsequent Repeat Offense): 

$2,500.00 

(B) For violation of any provision of any of the following sections: 

Section 5(a)(1)(A); section 5(a)(2)(B); section 8. or section 10 of 
Article III, section 1 of Article IV; or section 2.01.1; section 
2.01.2(a), (b), (e), (g), (i), (1) or (n); section 2.02.2; section 2.03; 
section 2.05.6(c)(1); section 2.09; section 4.01(b)(1); section 5.01; 
or section 5.02 of Article V: 

First Offense: $1,000.00 
First Repeat Offense: $2,500.00 

Second Repeat Offense (or any Subsequent Repeat Offense): $5,000.00 

For any Fine not paid in full at the Wayne Count Municipal Ordinance Violations Bureau within 30 
days of the time specified for appearance in the municipal civil infraction violation notice, the fine 
amount due shall automatically be double the amounts listed immediately above. A copy of this 
schedule shall be posted at the Wayne County Municipal Ordinance Violations Bureau. 

(d) Authorized County Officials. The following persons are “authorized county officials” for pur¬ 
poses of issuing municipal civil infraction citations (directing alleged violators to appear in district 
court) or municipal civil infraction violation notices (directing alleged violators to appear at the 
Wayne County Municipal Ordinance Violations Bureau) for violations under this Ordinance; the 
Director of the Wayne County Department of Environment (and the Director’s designees); and any 
County police officer. 

* 

(e) Definitions. As used in this Section: 

“Act” means Act No. 236 of the Public Acts of 1961 (“Revised Judicature Act of 1961”), as 
amended. 

“Bureau” means the Wayne County Municipal Ordinances Violations Bureau established by the 
County under Section 8396 of the Act to accept admissions of responsibility for municipal civil 
infractions in response to municipal civil infraction violation notices issued and served by autho¬ 
rized county officials, and to collect and retain civil fines and costs as prescribed by this 
Ordinance. 

“Municipal civil infraction” means an act or omission that is prohibited by this Ordinance, but 
which is not a crime under this Ordinance, and for which civil sanctions, including, without limita¬ 
tion, fines, damages, expenses and costs, may be ordered, as authorized by Chapter 87 of the Act. 
A municipal civil infraction is not a lesser included offense of a violation of this Ordinance that is 
a'criminal offense. 

“Municipal civil infraction action” means a civil action in which the defendent is alleged to be 
responsible for a municipal civil infraction. 

“Municipal civil infraction citation” means a written complaint or notice prepared by an autho¬ 
rized county official, directing a person to appear in district court regarding the occurrence or exis¬ 
tence of a municipal civil infraction violation by the person cited. 

“Municipal civil infraction determination” means a determination that a defendent is responsible 
for a municipal civil infraction by any one of the following: 

(1) An admission of resposibility for the municipal civiUinfraction. 

(2) An admission of responsibility for the municipal civil infraction, “with explantion. 

(3) A preponderance of the evidence at an informal hearing or formal hearing on the question 
under Section 8719 or 8721 of the Act, respectively. 

(4) A default judment for failing to appear as directed by a municipal civil infraction citation or 
other notice, at a scheduled appearance under Section 8715(3)(b) or (4) of the Act, at an informal 
hearing under Section 8719 of the Act, or at a formal hearing under Section 8721 of the Act. 

“Municipal civil infraction violation notice” means a written notice prepared by an authorized 
county officila, directing a person to appear at the Wayne County Municipal Ordinances Violations 
Bureau and to pay the fine and costs, if any, prescribed for the violation by the schedule of civil 
fines adopted by the County, as authorized under Section 8396 and 8707 (6) of the Act. 

(f) Other requirements and procedures. Except as otherwise provided by this section, the require¬ 
ments and procedures for commencing municipal civil infraction actions; issuance and service of 
municipal civil infraction citations and notices; determination and collection of court-ordered 
fines, costs and expenses; appearances and payment of fines and costs, failure to answer, appear or 
pay fines; disposition of fines, costs and expenses paid; and other matters regarding municipal 
civil infractions shall be as set forth in Chapter 2 (“Municipal Civil Infraction ) of the Wayne 


County Code. 

6.10.3 Criminal Penalities: Imprisonment 

Any person who (1) at the time of a violation knew or should have know that a pollutant or sub¬ 
stance was discharged contrary to any provision of this Ordinance, or contrary to any rules, regula¬ 
tions. licenses, permits, orders, agreements or determinations issued, adopted or entered by the 
County Agency under this Ordinance: or (2) intentionally makes a false statement, representation, 
or certification in an application for, or form pertaining to a permit, or in a notice, report, or record 
required by this Ordinance, or in any other correspondence or communication, written or oral, with 
the County Agency regarding matters regarding matters regulated by this Ordinance; or (3) inten¬ 
tionally, falsifies, tampers with, or renders inaccurate any sampling or monitoring devise or record 
required to be maintained by this Ordinance; or (4) commits any other act that is punishable under 
state law by imprisonment for more than 90 days; shall, upon conviction, be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor punishable by a fine of $500.00 per violation, per day, or imprisonment for up to 90 days, 
or both in the discretion of the court. If a violation is committed by a person who acts or fails to act 
on behalf of a corportaion or a partnership, that person shall be held personally liable for the fine 
or imprisonment, or both. 

6.10-4 Separate Offenses 

Each act of violation, and each day or portion of a day that a violation of this Ordinance, or any 
permit, license, order, notice of determination issued, made or entered into under this Ordinance is 
permittd to exist or occur, constitutes a separate offense and shall be punishable as provided by 
this Ordinance.

Amendments to the Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance are as follows: 

1. Article II, Section 3(d)(4). General Conditions . The following sentence is added. “Provided, 
however, that the Township shall have the right to review and approve the application by the pro¬ 
posed facility.” 

2. Article II, Section 3 (h). General Conditions . The following sentence is added. “Provided, how¬ 
ever, the County Agency may not limit or restrict the number of new connections in the Township 
if any downstream communities or facilities are exceeding their allocated capactiy at pumping sta¬ 
tions, interceptor sewers, local sewers or the treatment plant” 

3. Article II, Section 1 (e). General . The following sentence is added. “Provided, however, the 
Township may permit at its option that lines connecting two or more separate buildings or 
dwellings remain private.” 

4. Article II, Section 3 (a)(9). Sewers . The following sentence is added. “Provided, however, 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary , the Township may enforce its local ordinance, rules and 
regulations, related to landscaping requirements for private developers and to plant trees in 
Townshhip or County rights-of-way.” 

5. Article V, Section 2.05 .6c. 1 A. Prohibition of Bypass . The following sentence is substitued: 
“Bypass was unavoidable to protect the public health, prevent loss of life, personal injury or severe 
property damage.” 

6. Article V, Section 2.09. Right of Entry . The sentence is added. “An authorized representative of 
the Township shall also have the right to enter the premises on the same terms as an authorized 
representative of the County. 

Section 5. REPEAL 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect 

Section 6. SEVERABILITY 

Should any section, clause or phrase of this Ordinance be declared by the courts to be invalid, the 
same shall not affect the validity of the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof other than the part 
so declared to be invalid. 

Section 7. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall become effective upon publication as provided by law.
